Economically the 
American 
In­ 
dians are fully as well off as the 
whiterace, taken as a whole, and the 
per capita wealth of some of the 
tibes is much more than that of 
the average white man. 
Tho they 
have lost a continent they still have 
plenty of *room. 
The conquering race has reserved 
to them some 60,000,000 acres of 
land, 
which 
if 
brought together 
would make a region more than 
twice as large as the state of New 
York. 
It is very conservative to 
say that this land is worth $363,- 
000.000. 
Moreover, there is stand­ 
ing on it 
timber 
worth 
at least 
$71,000,000, and the annual income 
from the forests is about $2,000,- 
000. Altogether the Indians are ‘rat­ 
ed’ at about $700,000,000. One way 
and another they enjoy an annual 
income of $54,000,000, as'compared 
with little more than $3,000,000 in 
1890. 
Besides the timber 
item 
just 
mentioned, they raise about $11,- 
000,000 worth of crops, sell about 
$4,000,000 worth of livestock an­ 
nually without depleting their flocks 
and herds, gather in about $5,000,- 
000 a year from brother white man 
as landlords, sell about 4,000,000 
worth of land a year, received about 
$1,700,000 a year as interest on 
trust funds, $700,000 on treaty ac­ 
counts, and, in the last fiscal year, 
about $20,000,000 more from In­ 
dian money, mineral royalties and 
hard work, the 
later

alone 
amounyng to about $4,000,000. 
Of course, some of the tribes are 
much wealthier than others. Some 
of them are among earth’s most 
fortunate dwellers and others are 
very pood 
indeed— some 
literally 
having no place to lay their heads. 
The Osage tribe, for instance, real­ 
ized a bonus the last fiscal year of 
more than $10,000,000 on oil and 
gas leases, with a royalty besides 
ot 16 2-3 Per cent on all the oil 
and gas that 
may 
be 
produced 
therefrom. 
On the other hand, the 
Indians of the Bishop, California, 
agency, realized only $48,000 all 
told in the whole y e a r for more 
than 1.500 persons. 
More than 56,000 adult Indians 
are now self supporting and less 
than 5,000 able bodied adults re­ 
ceive rations with or without labor 
equivalent* 
In fact, the Indians as a class 
are now so prosperous that they 
were able to invest about $25,000,- 
000 in Liberty Loan Bonds, or ap­ 
proximately $75 per capita showing 
of many of the states, besides in­ 
vesting about $1,000,000 in War 
Savings Stamps.

a Cre^k, put 1,096,750 into Lib­ 
erty bonds; 
Jeanetta Richards, a

Copies of the petition filed by a t­ 
torney General Freelii g to have the 
Susan B. A nthony A m endm ent re­ 
ferred to a vote of the people at the 
prim ary 
election 
in 
A ugust 
have 
been received by Capt. A. M. Crow 
of Ada, who will have these petit­ 
ions circulated im m ediately. It will 
require about 
1 1 , 0 0 0 signers to the 
petitions to have the question sub­ 
m itted 
to 
popular 
vote, 
and 
the 
proponents of th e referendum are 
confident th at the required num ber 
of Signers will be secured w ithout 
any trouble. 
“ I have never seen a great public 
question th a t was so generally m is­ 
understood 
as this Susan 
B. 
An­ 
thony A m endm ent,” said Capt. Crow 
to an Evening News rep o rter this 
m orning. 
“ It is surprising to see 
the g reat n um ber of 
people who 
honestly believe th at this question 
affects th e rig h t of O klahom a wjo- 
men to vote. Many people think that 
unless this am endm ent is ratified, 
o ur O klahom a wom en cannot vote. 
T here never was a g reater m istake. 
O ur women already have the bal­ 
lot, and nothing but an am endm ent 
to our state constitution can take 
th at right away from them . They 
can vote in’ every election and for 
every 
officer 
from 
constable 
to 
president. 
T heir 
right 
to vote is 
not involved in the Anthony A m end­ 
m ent, which is only an effort to 
force suffrage on such states as do 
not w ant it and have already voted 
it down. 
“Then there are thousands of peo­ 
ple who do not know’ th at the Susan 
B. A nthony A m endm ent em pow ers 
congress to vitalize the am endm ent 
with such legislation as it sees fit. 
The best legal talent in the coun­ 
try says th at under this am endm ent 
congress can and will enact a Fed­ 
eral election law th a t w’ill repeal 
every state election Law’ and place 
Federal m arshalls a t every polling 
place.
